Jonps i« probably the 
foreinojl Amei-livin mlssionsjry to In- 
dia tod.iy. Ho h.T> Fiinod his gi"(x»lest 
renown. ho>«-,->vc;', from his two hook?: 
"Christ o; the Indium Road", .ind 
"Christ of The Kound Table". The 
luncheon wa* .-ittcndcd by nearly two j 
hundred, Jndudlng no: only men and 
•women of the universiiy. but :nnny 
j'romlnent clergymen o; tho . 

"Chuck" Stew.irl waî i!ia;r:na;i of 
the lunfchesn, ■while Mr. Murray 
Brooke, secretary o£ the Student 
Christiatl Movement, introduced the 
speaker. 

For vome i-ea^on the food was dela> - 
•d on the way, afld^it was decided th.at 
the Rev. Dr. Jones should give his ad- 
dress before lunch wa* served. He Tvas 
quite capable of -.akinc liold of tlif 
situation however, and won pea; ap- 
plause by his openinc renurlvS. He 
said that a man in talking of siaxving 
Hindus once asked him: "WTiy do you 
preach to them? Why don't you feed 
them?" He «aid that his audience was 
in somelhins of the satTie r'î?hi. 

Dr. Jones showed how the history 
of the world wa^ a series of transitions 
in which each çencfation deplored the 
• trend of ths times: "Alas times ar€ 
not what ihcy used to bet" An old 
Greek manusc-ipt deplored the con- 
dition of the younger generation. "I: 
demands freedom in all it does and a 
complete change Irom the old order 
pi things." This desire for freedom 
and change i^ eliaracterisilc of every 
age. 

His text was taken from the wrds 
of Christ, ••Strajpht is the vray and 
ntirrow is the> path that leadeih unto 
^ife and few there be that find it!" 
Many believo that only a few are 
allowed to enter the Kingdom of God. 
But this was not Clirisi s meaning, He 
wished to impress on the world thai 
Jlfefs gtrugple is a hard one to face, 
and that few are strong enough to 
survive it. 

To givf the Xon-Christians in India 
an oppiTtunlty of approaching religion 
l.iy a mflhod mory akin to modern 
science ihfc Kev. Dr. Jouns originated 
ihe Round Table Conferences. This 
fl-as accomplished by experimentation 
verification and the sharing of their 
resuliE. Tl.': fi'ic! to find the Real 
jneaninu "f li' iiifioii and what i-alue it 
had in thc-ir lives.

Helping India 

Rev. Dr. Jones' Second Ap- 
pearance In Montreal 

LARGE AUDIENCE 

Noted Missionar>' Addresses 
American Presbyterian 
Church 



In continiimce with the address 
given to the S.C.A. at noon on Sat- 
urdaj-, the Rev. Dr. Stanley Jones, 
noted American missionary spoke at 
the American Presbyterian Church 
before a large gathering in tlie attcr- 
noon.' In opening he iUusirated how 
Canada had already served as an in- 
terpreter between his country and 
rsreat Britain and hoped it wouM 
continue to do so. 

"Mis»lonar}* work," Dr. Jont-.-^ 
said, "has taken on great strides 
within recent years." Missionary 
showed a j 



linanoe a few years ago 
deficit of over- ?1.mOO,U'."J while by 
careful saving and hard work the 
following year's bildget brought 
forth a surplus of 1-100,000. 00 Indi.a 
was singularly attached to tradition, 
superstition, and spiritual things 
rather than to the practical side of 
life. Many Indians, 'he speaker point- 
ed out, were oi'posed to the enac*- 
ment of AVestcm civilization. 

In speaking of India as his country. 
Dr. Jones told how it was a country 
of striking contract, especially in the 
case of women. Women occupied boUi 
high and low positions and were re- 
garded with respect In some cases 
and in many with contempt. Mme 
Xaldu the celebrated pocl-.-s.'; iiad cap- 
tivated the whole of India -A-ilh her 
charming literature and the Taj 
Mahal had been erected to the mem- 
ory of a woman. Divorce was un- 
known, indeed the most ideal sexual 
conditions existed Jjetwecn the people 
the speaker said. In an Indian 
coeducationaj school thi; only case 
of cofiuetlerlu occurred wlien a girl 
wrote a note to a male student. 

"Indians are extremely sensitive to 
critics of their country and Its cus- 
toms," said the speaki.'r. One had to 
criiiciho the whole world before at- 
tempting to point out tho wrongs of 
India herself. TJic sensational book 
which caused such a trtlr by Its critic- 
ism of the modern Indian system 
"Mother India," the speaker admitted 
containing many truths, but not "tho 
truth". 

"India Is tolerant In regard to be- 
lief. Dr. Jones stated, ijiit socially th>! 
moat Intolerant country in the world." 
Tho caste system was described os 
ruling the wliole land. Christianity 
v/as making rapid strides there since 
It has bocn tho only religion to st.md 
tho advance of civilization. Christi- 
anity was becoming more Chrlst- 
ct-ntcring rather than denomination 
centering. A certain Hindu of high 
standing said that he bellovcd educ.-i- 
tlon was bad for the women of - hU 
country since it undermined their 
mor.'Us. This, tho speaker of the af- 
ternoon stated, was duo to tho In- 
ability of tho Hindu religion to cojjo 
with modern times. 

"Chrlsllaiilt/ with Us schools. Its 
hofivltals and its orphanages la help*' 
Ing along with tho Nationalist move- 
ment to undorjrnlnd the Caato system 
tho noted missionary declared. Many 
Indiana nro embracing' our religion 
evcnwitli tho knowledge that they 
will be forever turned out of their 
famlllcvu. "The beauty of Chrlsti.inlty.

P. Day, Professor of Econom- 
ics, in an addrcs before the Young 
Men's Forum in the Central Y.M.C.A. 
yesterda.v. Dr. Day dealt with tlte sub- 
ject, "What are the Social Effects of 
.Morscrs?" Ho traced the etfe,.:.i of 
trusts from their early day^ when 
they were rosarded with -u-pi>'ion. 
until today when public opinion has 
been almost reversed. ' 

Before the Inception of tho large 
trusts there useil to be periodical 
biisiiicfis dopressii.ir.s. Thesf depres- 
sioii.s ami the resu'.lin? crashes of nu- 
iiurous firms was actually regarded 
as beneficial; bet-juse, it Was claimed 
that only the less efficient companies 
were driven out, and that the market 
was therefore loft to the efficient 
ones. 

It was to prevent these cyiîiic pe- 
riods ot dépression lhai the combines 
came into beln:J. The ccon-.ira'es that 
eould be vffocttfd by the "trust" weru 
quickly apparent. • But th? bogey of 
restriction ot production tor the pur- 
pose of rai.-in- prices was very real 
lo I'ac puMie. and all trusts or com- 
bines aoiiuircd ii Icul name. 

But slowly, the jiublic be?an 'o rea- 
lize tho fact that permanent progress 
could not be based on Inflitîd prices. 
Xow, the trusts were organiacl with 
I'i'riiuuieiit pii'itre.-s in view. Tiiere- 
fore. tiie puMie came Ui extend its fa- 
vour more and more to the c?!iiliin"3. 

Tho vast economics that can bo et- 
tocled by combination react to the 
benefit ot tho whole community. The 
consumer gets commodities at a low- 
er price; the producer receives lilsher 
profits and the worker receives hish- 
cr wajjes. 

In discussing profits, Dr. Day point- 
ed out tho fact that modern Indust- 
rialists are not so much Interested In 
piling up profits as they are In man- 
aging or building up a good biisiiu-ss. 

Although now generally ivcoyiiizeU 
as beneficial, tho trust still lends it- 
seli! to ttbu.se. In view of tho fact care- 
ful supervision must be exercl.sed. 
I'r.dKibly the most ettlclent method 
of dealing with trusts Is to make 
them advortlso themselves. A com- 
bine must publish its composition, in- 
ternal iiianageiueiu, its aliin. and the 
manner In which It proposes to attain 
these aim.s. 

/Xnother method la to. force all com- 
bines to register themselves. It a 
combine files u registration In the 
event ot later difficultios. it Is a.s- 
sunied l>y llie law tint the trust had 
no delilierato intention ot breaking the 
statutes; whereas if .1 combino neg- 
lects to have Itself registered It l>e- 
cemes necc3.s.iry tor tho company to 
provo Its Innocence In the event of le- 
-al, diffic ulties. 

Ue.iides llieso two methods cd 
keeping tlio trusts in control Canada 
has u third. Any six British Subjeots 
ro.sldent In Canada can file a petition 
for an investigation Into the affairs 
ot any Trust. 

Dr. Day concluded 'by retlroatlng 
his view that trusts are a decided as- 
set t" tho community. Tho meotlng 
was tlien thrown open for discussion 
and many questions, more or less per- 
tinent lo tho subject under dl.icusslun, 
were asked.
